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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 

Claims 1, 14 are objected to because of the following informality: "the device 
independent color space" in line 1 1 should be —he device independent color space values — since 
it is previously mentioned. 

Claims 5, 7, 8, 17, 19, 20 are objected to because of the following informality: "a" in "a 
device independent color space values" should be -the- since "values" is in plurality. 

Claims 6, 18 are objected to because of the following informality: "a device independent 
color space" should be - the device independent color space values--. 

Claims 7, 19 are objected to because of the following informality: "the device 
independent color space" should be - the device independent color space values--. 

Claims 1 1, 22 are objected to because of the following informality: "RGB code values" 
in line 4 should be -the RGB code values-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the f 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Concerning claim 1 : 



- Does "that image" in line 3 refer to "that digitized image"? 

- "film" in "writing the printing density values and a LAD patch onto film" in 
line 7 is indefinite on whether it is the original film or a new film different 
from the original film. 

- Is "LAD procedure" in line 8 written onto the film? Does it include in the 
LAD patch or different from the LAD patch? 

- "printing the film" in line 8 should be defined and described since the printing 
density values and the LAD patch are written onto the film. 

- "the images" in line 9 is indefinite since only "digitized image" is mentioned 
in the claim. What does "the images" refer to? 

- In line 15, how the adjusted RGB code values are scaled to an appropriate bit 
depth ? 



Concerning claim 4, how the device dependent color space values are printing density ? 

The same rejection is applied for claims 14 and 16. 
3. Claims 1, 14 recite the limitation "images" in line 9. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim.

Claims 1-24 are rejected.
